Letter From the West. 


Denver, Col., Feb. 9th 1S84. 

I was much interested, about a year 
ago, in reading the accouuts of how 
strenuously they were trying to en¬ 
force the Sunday law iu your town, 
and in the neighboring city of Salem. 
A few weeks ago a paper from Salem 
arrived, (and in it was a paragraph 
which stated that the mill pond was 
black with skaters on Sunday. At the 
time of which I remarked, one very 
I adnent hair dresser was arrested in 
Salem for keeping his shop open on 
Sunday morning, and if I remember 
rightly, a gentleman in your town 
whose place of business is utilized as a 
horse car station, had to show in court, 
Hint on a certain Sunday morning, that 
portion of his store which was not the 
horse car station, was not being used 
for some such heinous offence as sell¬ 
ing cigars, confectionery or something 
of that nature. Now, while thinking 
upon these matters, and well remem¬ 
bering how Essex street used to be 
alive with promenading people, mak¬ 
ing their weekly purchases, and gene¬ 
rally enjoying themselves on Saturday 
night, and recalling the decorous ap¬ 
pearance of the street the following 
day, it has occurred to me that some of 
your readers might be interested in a 
few words upon a Sunday in the West, 
and by that I do not mean a Sunday in 
a mining camp, nor a day of rest in a 
notoriously wicked city, but a Sunday 
in Denver, which, for a western city, 
and one, the inhabitants of which are 
composed of almost every nation under 
the sun, and from every nook and cor¬ 
ner of all the large cities of this coun¬ 
try, is called a reasonably pure and 
good municipality.

urday night and Sunday, such a rec¬ 
ord is truly the exception here. I do 
not pretend to account for this state of 
affairs; I only state what is a fact. 

Denver is full of churches, church¬ 
going people, and able clergymen. The 
church edifices are handsome, he cler-

Out at Jewel Park, 
bicycle and foot races, wrestling match¬ 
es and the like, are on every Sunday 
program; aud out on Broadway, near 
the exposition ground is a road house 
known as ‘Sans Souci’. At this place 
ail the year round there are dances 
Sunday afternoons and eveniugs. The 
demi monde and those who associate 
with that class, as well, as many male 
members of “good society,” attend 
these dances. It costs nothing to at¬ 
tend or to dance, but the last call of 
the prompter in each figure is “to the 
bar!” and is what makes the dancing 
profitable to the proprietor of the re¬ 
sort. Two beer gardens in the heart 
of the city give band concerts every 
Sunday afternoon and evening, and the 
music is first class, the order perfect, and 
the attendance large, but I often won¬ 
der what New England would think of 
it. 

I was strolling along the streets on 
West side, the other evening, when my 
eye was caught by a printed bill which 
was tacked upon a telephone post.

The largest engine ever built or run 
in this stale is the Monarch, a six¬ 
wheeler freight engine now on the 
“stand” in the Manchester locomotive 
works, which will soon be ready for 
shipment to its purchaser, the Boston 
aud Lowell railroad. The diameter of 
the boiler’s waist is fifty-four inches, 
and the dome measures thirty inches in 
diameter. It has a fire box nine feet 
long, cylinders measuring twenty in¬ 
ches, with a stroke of twenty-four 
inches. The tubes are twelve feet and 
ten inches in length, two inches in di¬ 
ameter, and the boiler, which is of half 
inch steel, contains 240 of them. With 
out the tubes the boiler aloue weighs 
nine tons. The tender is eighteen and 
a half feet long, and when attached to 
the engine their combined length is 
fifty four feet. The drive wheels are 
forty-four inches in diameter inside the 
tire .—Manchester Union.

The warrant for the adjourned 
town meeting is out, and it will be seen 
that considerable business, and busi¬ 
ness of importance, will come up for 
consideration. We learn that it is 
probable that there may be a majority 
and minority report of the finance com¬ 
mittee—that some changes out of the 
usual course may be made in appropri¬ 
ations. The finance committee are 
giving the matter considerable atten¬ 
tion, and the town ma}' safely trust to 
their wisdom in the recommendations. 
We trust, however, that there will be a 
goodly attendance of tax payers at the 
meeting, and that an} r and all objec¬ 
tions to those appropriations which are 
reported will be stated and thoroughly 
ventilated. There will be no elections 
to disturb the serenity of the meeting, 
and abundant opportunity for discus¬ 
sion of the topics of general interest to 
all our voters. 


We are informed that the firemen 
of this town have petitioned the Fi¬ 
nance Committee for an increase of 
pay. There is nothing that is expend¬ 
ed by the town, in our judgment, 
where the small increase asked could 
he more judiciously made. We have a 
good department and good water ser¬ 
vice. Our apparatus is also second to 
none iu the state, and it is impossible 
to estimate in dollars and cents the 
value of a well organized department 
on the night of a fire. Are they paid 
at all for their services to the town? Is 
there a sensible man who believes that 
they are a dollar better off in this 
world’s goods by being a member of 
our fire department? Rather are they 
not poorer, in spite of the valuable 
service which they render? 

We are most assuredly iu favor of 
the increase in appropriation sufficient 
to pay the men ten dollars more per 
year, which is all they ask. If they 
asked double that amount we should be 
in favor of it. It is possible that some 
further reduction in the number of 
men might profitably be made, hut by 
all means give the men more pay. 


It now appears to be a settled fact 
that a new line of horse railroad is to 
he built between Salem and Danvers, 
entirely distinct from the Naumkeag 
road, although Mr. Ferguson, the su¬ 
perintendent of the latter road, is one 
of the prime movers in the new road. 
The track is to be constructed as a 
continuation of the No. Salem line and 
will run through Dauversport. The 
stables are to he in Danvers with ac¬ 
commodations for forty horses and 
twelve cars. Most of the stock has 
already been taken, and it is given out 
that the road will be built before July 
of the present year. 

The people of Danvers are to 
he congratulated on the prospect. 
Surely between Danvers aud Danvers- 
port the convenience to the citizens 
will be great, while it will add to the 
facilities between both places and Sa¬ 
lem, which at present, it must be con¬ 
fessed, are limited, especially at late 
hours of the evening. 

But where is Peabody in all these 
arrangements? There is certainly room 
for an extension of either the Lynn 
line or the Naumkeag line up Central 
street to meet this one, or to complete 
the circuit by going up Andover street 
to Danvers. There is also an opportu¬ 
nity to benefit our citizens by extend¬ 
ing the Harmony Grove line through 
Trernout street to Central and thence 
to the Square, completing a circuit to 
Salem. This ought to be done at all 
events. The town in this direction is 
growing, aud the horse railroad accom¬ 


modates no one in that porliou of the 
town. As we have said, Beverly is 
twice as well accommodated in this re¬ 
spect, while the horse cars, so to 
speak, barely enter this town. The 
Naumkeag road can meet the wants of 
the people in this respect easier,—and 
if this new road is built to Danvers, 
can run the extension iu connection. 
But our citizens are going to insist, be¬ 
fore a great while, that some accommo¬ 
dations shall be granted in this direc¬ 
tion. If one road will not do it the 
others will. Competition in railroad¬ 
ing, as in other things, is the life of 
business. The opening up of this en¬ 
tire territory, broadening the channel 
of commercial and social intercourse, is 
of wonderful importance, and will 
make of this old town of Danvers, a 
place yet destined to be of great enter¬ 
prise and thrift. 


The article in the warrant in ref¬ 
erence to the publication of a valuation 
book will come up at the adjourned 
meeting, and an attempt made, as near 
as we cau learn, to kill it or postpone 
the matter until the next town meeting. 

As we have previously stated, the 
project should commend itself at once 
to the favor of our citizeus. It has 
been tried in other towns and been a 
great success-leading to a fair and just 
increase in taxable property belonging 
to the citizens of the town. 

But one important thing has been 
discovered—if such a publication is 
made it will be necessary to make a re¬ 
assessment of the taxable property of 
the town. Such an assessment of pro¬ 
perty has uot been made for years—so 
many years that we blush to say. And 
the assessment upon which our citizens 
are taxed the Selectmen would be un¬ 
willing should go before the world with¬ 
out a thorough revision, such as has 
not been done for a long time. Here, 
at this very point, is argument enough 
to convince any reasonable citizen that 
the publication of such a book is not 
only advisable but necessary. 

A geutleman of this town recently 
had occasion to look at a piece of pro¬ 
perty for building purposes on which 
the assessors had levied a tax to the 
owner, of a very inconsiderable amount. 
What was his surprise, however, to 
find that it was valued by the owner in 
the vicinity of 10 cents per foot—and 
could uct be purchased for less. Other 
pieces of property taxed at less thaw 
one cent per foot, are valued by the 
owner when a purchase is talked of, at 
six and eight cents per foot. These 
pieces of property when the assessed 
value was put on them, long years ago, 
were probably not worth so much more 
than they were taxed for; but the town 
has grown since, perhaps buildings 
have been erected near the property— 
at all events, while uot doubting the 
value which the owners put # upon them, 
we are inclined to wonder „at the dis¬ 
crepancy^ between it and the assessor’s 
value. On the other hand there are 
houses in town owned by poor men, 01 
at least men who depend upon their 
daily labor for the support of them¬ 
selves and families, which are taxed 
for every cent they are worth. We 
are informed of two pieces of land on 
the same street, not one minutes’ walk 
from each other, where there is a dif¬ 
ference in assessed valuation of nearly 
five cents per foot. 

We do not desire to be understood 
that these valuations may not be per¬ 
fectly correct. But the fact that the 
Selectmen seem unwilling to have a 
valuation book published without a 
thorough revision of the present valua¬ 
tion, proves conclusively that such a 
publication is just what the people of 
this town want—and the sooner the 
better. If we have property in town 
that is not taxed, and the publication 
of a valuation book will reveal it—if 
we have property that is unjustly taxed, 
and such a publication will equalize 
aud right it—it should be done, aud the 
cost of preparing such a book should 
be the last thing to he considered. We 
hope the advocates of the book will 
have something to say at the adjourned 
meeting on the matter, and when fair¬ 
ly presented there is hardly room for 
any argument against it. 


We hear it intimated that the 
finance committee will report to the 
town meeting a considerably increased 
appropriation for the police depart¬ 
ment, in order, principally, that the 
provisions of the No-license vote may 
be carried out. It will be remembered 
that the appropriation recommended 
last year was reduced by vote of the 
town — and we think unwisely. It 
is uot possible to estimate the value, in 
protection to life and property, of our 
police department, in dollars and cents. 
This year, if any attempt is to he made 
to enforce the law, in addition to the 
amount regularly expended, there will 
be surely need of an increased appro¬ 
priation. 

But we already anticipate objections 
to an increase such as would avail to 
enforce the prohibition of liquor sell¬ 
ing from our town. On the theory that 
pauperism in our town comes largely 
from the evil of intemperance, that if 
liquor selling is prevented there will be 
less poverty, and consequently less ex¬ 


pense to tile town,—such an appropria¬ 
tion would be of financial benefit. 
Under the happy state of affairs re¬ 
sulting from this theory, with the rum 
shops closed—the cause of the poverty 
removed—even if we expended large 
sums for a police department our taxes 
would not perceptibly increase. 

And there is no one who doubts that 
if such a result could he accomplished, 
we should have less of poverty, less ©f 
crime, and more of plenty and quietude 
in our town. Whether it is more than 
a theory remains to be demonstrated. 
If we judge from previous attempts in 
the past,—the agitation of election be¬ 
ing followed by an apathy which shows 
not only reaction but indiffereuee, 
there will he force in the objections 
which will be made to the appropria¬ 
tion. Of one thing we are assured— 
to enforce the law will require a line of 
tactics entirely different from anything 
yet attempted here. To convict a li¬ 
quor seller requires evidence stronger 
than would hang a man on trial for his 
life. And if the law is to he enforced 
there is work to he done by the temper¬ 
ance people which is of a different na¬ 
ture from holding conventions or pass¬ 
ing resolves against the liquor traffic. 
And unless they are ready to do this 
work, the rum shops will not decrease, 
but increase in this town. For in all 
the attempts to regulate the sale of in¬ 
toxicants, a prohibition law, not en¬ 
forced, is the greatest farce of them 
all. 

The objections which will he made to 
an increase of police appropriation are 
of a financial nature. It will be claimed 
that the town loses the tax from li¬ 
censes, which was last year a little less 
than $4000, and levies upon the citizen 
an additional tax to destroy the busi¬ 
ness of those, many of whom pay 
taxes to the town. They are taxed to 
ruin their own business. This, we re¬ 
peat, is the claim that will he made. 
And until the objection to it is re¬ 
moved by a solid enforcement of the law 
or by the more convincing argument that 
the removal of the evil is worth more 
to the town than it costs to put it down, 
there is much reason in their op¬ 
position. 

Sampson, Davenport & Co., have is¬ 
sued their directory of Salem, Beverly, 
Peabody and Marblehead, and it is a 
very creditable work. The directory of 
our t.own contains about eleven hun¬ 
dred more names than the previous one, 
showing that the work has been done 
thoroughly and accurately. It also con¬ 
tains a large colored map of Salem and 
Peabody, showing quarter mile dis¬ 
tances from the city hall, Salem. We 
are informed that the directory has 
been received with great favor and pat¬ 
ronage, and it is certainly worthy of it. 
The publishers have also for sale a sep¬ 
arate directory of Peabody alone, which 
cau he obtained at the low price of fifty 
cents. These directories are for sale 
by II. P. Ives at the old corner book 
store in Salem. 

Geo. II. Walker & Co. the publish¬ 
ers of the Essex Co., Atlas are in town 
this week delivering tin ir work for 
which orders were taken last summer 
and fall. The Atlas is iu every respect 
equal to the representations which were 
made by the publishers when the can¬ 
vassing was done for it; the maps, il¬ 
lustrations aud drawings are first class 
in every respect, and a large number of 
dwellings, buildings and manufactories 
in our town are represented therein, by 
drawings made on the spot by Mr. Mal¬ 
lory. A deal of work has been done, 
and the publishers are entitled to great 
praise for the undertaking, and should 
be amply remunerated by a large sale 
of the work.

SURF-RIDERS OF HAWAII. 

Owing to the entire absence of coral reef, 
the surf at all times breaks on these shores 
with prodigious violence. But in stormy 
weather this is of course increased tenfold, 
and the great green billows come rushing 
in with overwhelming force. These are the 
delights of the surf-riders. Each carries a 
surf-board, which is simply a wooden plank, 
and raiment is of course almost nil. Plung¬ 
ing beneath the first wave, they rise beyond 
it, and swim out to sea till they meet another, 
and then another, in each case diving just 
at the right moment to allow the billow to 
pass over them, If they miscalculate by one 
second, the surf catches them and dashes 
them shoreward, when they need to be good 
swimmers to escape being battered on the 
rocks. But long practice makes perfect, 
and many of the surf-riders dive safely be¬ 
neath each successive wave, till they reach 
the comparatively smooth water beyond the 
swell. Then laying themselves fiat on their 
board, they prepare for their exciting ride. 
Their first care ds to select a winning sea¬ 
horse. They calculate that every third wave 
is larger than the rest, and rushes higher on 
the beach ; so their aim is to mount the 
biggest billow, which earries shoreward at 
almost lightning speed. 

The ride has all the excitement of a race ; 
for should the rider fail to keep his plank at 
exactly the right angle on the crest of the 
green billow, he will bo overtaken by the 
breaking surf of the wave which follows, 
and to avoid this must again dive beneath 
it, and swim out to sea to make a fresh start 
Should he fail to select the right wavo as 
liis courser, and find himself on one of the 
lesser waves, the result is the same, as it 
will break ere he reaches the shore, and he 
must again do^battle with the pitiless surf 
and swim for his life. But the man whose 
skill and luck arc alike good has a wildly 
exhilarating race. He lies poised on the 
rushing wave, apparently in perfect secu¬ 
rity, with the tumultuous waters and the 
dashing surf raging on every side. If he 
can direct his course toward the sandy beach, 
the wave will carry him right on to it; but 
there is always danger of being swept on 
to the cruel black rocks, where the ablest 
steeerer finds it hard to discern the narrow 
passages through which the seething waters 
rush so madly ; and often he is compelled to 
abandon his trusty surf-board, and again 
turning seaward, plunge beneath the wave 
and make his way to some point where he 
can swim ashore in safety. His surf-board 
is probably reduced to splinters in a few 
seconds—a loss which is to him as serious as 
that of a favorite bat to a cricketer. 

The boards most in favor are made from 
the wood of the viri-viri, which is very light 
It grows in the mountains, and is much used 
for making fences, as it is a kindly shrub. 
You have but to stick one of its branches in 
the earth, and it takes root, and soon is 
covered with a blaze of scarlet blossoms. A 
good surf-board is about an inch and a half 
in thickness, about eighteen inches wide, 
and eight feet long, and should be slightly 
hollowed down the centre, and rounded at 
one end, It is stained black, frequently 
rubbed with cocoanut oil, and preserved 
with the greatest care, being wrapped up 
in cloth and hung up in some safe corner of 
the hotise. It is called papi he nalu —which 
means wave-sliding board—and is so named 
from the papa, or sledge, formerly used in a 
game .ealled horua, which exactly answered 
to the toboggan of the Canadians .—Harper * 
Weekly 

CENTENAHISM. 

The long-vexed question of the extreme 
limit of human life, as proved by authentio 
records, gives an interest to the view taken 
jf the subject, not by mere curious specta- 
:ors, but by grave actuaries. Dr. Farr, in 
[ is tables of the expectation of human lifbat 
various ages, not only accepts 100 as a re¬ 
corded age, but estimates the average dura- 
don of life beyond that limit, as in the ease 
of females about one year, nine months and 
three days ; and, in the case of males, at 
about one month less *.han that time. No 
account however, is given of the extent of 
t ie data on which these nice calculations are 
based ; nor does this eminent authority on 
vital statistics attempt to carry his investiga¬ 
tion beyond the ease of centenarians. 


TOADttTOXjCS. 

An ointment of toad's fat was supposed to 
give immense muscular strength if applied 
to the body at the moment of conjunction 
of certaiu favorable planets. A cubic inch 
of dried toad worn around the neck on a 
string was an infallible antidote against many 
diseases of the body and mind ; and a pow¬ 
dered toad, swallowed in spoonfuls, formed 
a love philter irresistible by U 19 most obdu¬ 
rate swain, perhaps because the nature of 
the medicine wns such as to compel him to 
throw up bis previous engagements. The 
common or garden toad of the present day 
must, indeed, admit with sorrow that virtue 
Las gone out of him. Batracliian powders 
would only make a modern misogynist very 
ill ; and ordinary toads shrivel up to such 
an extent that the happy effects of a solid 
cubic inch of dried toad are unattainable. 
Even the priceless jewel that each toad used 
to carry in his head, in order, out of pure 
toadish spite, to prevent human beings from 
finding him, is not easily discovered nowa¬ 
days. Nature is more niggardly of diamonds 
than she used to be, aiid the supply of pre¬ 
cious stones for the toad’s hea Is has therefore 
run short. In Sir Thomas Browne’s days 
they were abundant enough, being “often 
to be met with in toads, at least by the indu¬ 
ration of their cranies, ” and, though fewer 
in number than the “ toadstoues*’ found in 
the earth, were valuable enough, “and in 
substance not unlike the stones in crabs’ 
heads.” As far as at this distance of time 
we can recollect the results of childhood’s 
scientific investigations for the pearl of great 
price in a toad’s “crany” produced a decided 
opinion that a toad’s head was partly full of 
water and partly empty. Doubtless the vine¬ 
gar aspect of that toad—fur this malevolent 
expression haunts us still—dissolved his pearl 
Or it may be that the race has suffered from 
hereditary water on the brain to such au ex¬ 
tent that not only is there no stone in the 
cerebellum, but not even any cerebellum— 
nothing but water. One inquiring natural¬ 
ist has stated that this water has an acid 
taste, it is to be hoped that he became 
aware of that valuable fact by accident.

Those who happen to live at a little dis¬ 
tance from the heart of the city must fre¬ 
quently have noticed a lack of accord be¬ 
tween readings of their own standard ther¬ 
mometers and the published observations of 
the signal service observer of their locality. 
The reason of the discord is plain, viz.: the 
perturbing action of the heat which the city 
emits ; and however gratifying it may be to 
the outsider to fifid himself superior to the 
government observers, it ls very' little to the 
credit of the weather bureau that this partic¬ 
ular source of error was not long since rec¬ 
ognized and avoided. The remarks of Pro¬ 
fessor Whitney on this subject, as applied to 
observations made at Luuuun, are pertinent 
and convincing. He say3 : “It is a well- 
known fact that cities are considerably 
warmer than the more thinly inhabited coun¬ 
try, otherwise under similar climatic condi¬ 
tions. Statistics prove this to be true ; and 
there could be no doubt that such would be 
the effect of an immense aggregation of pop¬ 
ulation within a limited space, even if there 
were no statistics bearing on this question. 
Many millions of tons of coal are burned in 
and about big cities during every year, and 
the whole mass of brick of which the city 
is built is heated during the entire Winter, 
and more or less in the Summer, many de¬ 
grees above the natural temperature. There 
can be no question that conditions such as 
here indicated vitiate all observations made 
in or near large cities, with a view to the de¬ 
termination of auy possible secular variation 
of the temperature.”

Delaware, and there entered into a treaty of 
friendship with them, which, although not 
bound by the sanctity of an oath was never 
broken, has gone into history. The obelisk 
at Beach and Hanover streets, which marks 
fhe 9pot where it is claimed the famous cov¬ 
enant was made, has for over half a century 
been visited by the curious who firmly be¬ 
lieve, as does the world in general, that there 
could bo no doubt of the authenticity of 
the story. Thomas Wescott, the historian 
of Philadelphia, however, bluntly says that 
the thing is a myth, and that the people who 
wander off from the bi-centcnnial parades to 
seek this historic spot will be thoroughly 
humbugged. 

“There is not,’* said Mr. Wescott “ one 
shred of evidence to bolster up this lie about 
Penn s treaty or friendship. There are no 
records of it anywhere, and no reason to 
Suppose there ever were. Iu short, it rests 
upon no more reasonable foundation than 
ioes the legend of the twins of Rome. ” 

In the State records at Harrisburgh there 
is, however, a letter from Penn, which Mr. 
Wescott thinks casts some light upon the 
origin of the story. It was given to Lieut. 
G-ov. Markham by Penn previous to the 
latter’s fiist voyage, and was addressed to 
the Indians, offering them peace, friendship 
md protection. There is an endorsement 
upon this letter, stating that Thomas Holme 
“did read this letter to the Indians,” and as 
lie lived in the old mansion house near the 
old elm which stood near where the monu¬ 
ment has since been erected, this circum¬ 
stance, Mr. Westcott thinks, may have given 
early currency to the Penn treaty story, 
which has since been strengthened by West’s 
great picture. Holme probably did call the 
Indians together beneath the great elm, as it 
was a spot likely to be selected for the pur¬ 
pose, and there read them the letter from 
Penn, but this is all there ever was of a 
creaty.

Jl tne plqiti on a zoom io Uji u ituu Siaiueu, 
it may be covered with wood-cuta arranged 
as follows :— 

First cut out of old papers or magazines 
all the pictures, large and small, that they 
contain, trimming the margins neatly. This 
will be pleasant work for a number of eve¬ 
nings, and you will probably need several 
pairs of hands to help you. 

You will require a dozen or so sheets of 
dark paper, blue or red, and a paper of very 
small tacks, called upholsterers’ tacks. 
Dark-blue paper looks the best, but brown 
might answer. Buy one sheet first aud try 
the effect before purchasing more. Do not 
try to do a large room in this way, as it will 
require too much labor and material ; but a 
->mall room may be made very pretty. 

When you have prepared a sufficient 
uumber of the pictures, proceed to tack 
them on the wall, three or five rows deep. 
You must use some taste in their arrange¬ 
ment, and the pictures in each row should be 
of the same size. Still, if you have not 
been able to collect so many just of a size 
arrange them acoordjug to your own ideas. 
If the margins are cut off, the difference in 
ize is not as noticeable. Leave room for a 
border a foot deep, next to the ceiling, while 
mother border, at least twice as wide should 
extend from the base-board to the first row 
of pictures. These borders are of the plain 
paper. 

In this way you carry out the idea of a 
lado and frieze, the former being the bottom 
border and the latter the upper. Unless the 
ceiling is very high, it will not take a great 
many pictures to cover the space between 
the borders. As this novel wall-paper is all 
tacked on, it can easily be removed, and 
certainly looks better than soiled, torn 
paper. 

If you do not care to ©over your walls 
entirely, there are several other ways to 
arrange wood-cuts. A number of small 
pictures may be tacked close together, so as 
to appear like one large picture, and a 
border of plain paper be added. A large, 
square picture and long, narrow ones each 
side, will fill one end of a room nicely. The 
paper you select for these frames should 
harmonize with the furnishings of the room, 
or it will have a cheap look. Dark brown 
or blue will probably have the bf«t effect. 
With a little thought you will probably in¬ 
vent numerous ways to group your wood- 
cuts. You might devote cue side of the 
room to landscapes, another to faces and a 
third to animals.

Milford, with a population about the 
same as our own, a department of on¬ 
ly 7 companies, but about the same 
number of certificate members, pays 
for the same service that our depart¬ 
ment pays a little over §2000, the sum 
of §4,599, or just double the pay of our 
firemen. They also pay the pipe men, 
or as we call them here the Assistant 
Foremen, the sum of §5 extra. The 
pay of the firemen in this town is the 
smallest of any town of its size iu the 
state, where a department is main¬ 
tained in proper shape. We hope that 
the finance committee when they meet 
will consider the matter in its true 
light, and recommend that the firemen 
be paid as they should be. We think 
that the boys would be satisfied this 
year with an advance of ten or fifteen 
dollars on their present pa} r . That 
would make it some little object for 
the men to take a greater interest in 
fire matters, and would help build up 
the department more than any other 
thing done. 

The firemen of this town will hold a 
mass meeting this evening in the brick 
engine house, to take steps toward se¬ 
curing an increase of pay for their ser¬ 
vices for the ensuing year. At a meet¬ 
ing of the ball committee of the Three 
ones and a Two. a petition was drawn 
up and signed by about 25 or 30 mem¬ 
bers of the different companies in the 
department, and it was presented to the 
Finance committee, requesting them to 
recommend an increase. We have it 
upon the authority of a member of that 
committee, that an increase of §5 per 
man will be recommended making §20 
per year. This is a step in the right 
direction, and shows a willingness on 
the part of the committee to do what is 
square for the hoys, who are ready and 
willing to respond to the call at any and 
all times. 

Work on the new carriage for Hose 
3 is being pushed rapidly at tlie works 
of G. M. Bowditeh, in Charlestown, 
the carriage being ready to go into the 
paint shop. Jt will probably be deliv¬ 
ered to the town in the course of a few 
weeks. 

It is said that an offer has been made 
the Engineers by the town of Ipswich 
for the S. C. Bancroft hand engine. 

The Tops field fire was plainly seen 
in this town, and quite a party watched 
it during its progress, from the roof of 
the engine house. 

Chairman John I. Baker, and three 
members of the Beverly Selectmen, 
with Chief Engineer Goodhue, of the 
Beverly Fire Department as a commit¬ 
tee on a new engine house in Beverly, 
inspected the brick engine house in 
this town, last Saturday afternoon, 
taking measurements and estimates. 
They visited the Broad street engine 
house in Lynn afterwards. 

Messrs. Dole & Osgood have just 
completed one of,their patent double 
reel hose carriages for Jolm R. Poor, 
of Boston, but upon a trial of the reels 
they did not work satisfactorily, and 
some improvements will be made. z.

SCHOOL NOTES. 


CENTER SCHOOL. 

No Recess.—The Doctors favor it! 
A Rochester, N. Y. paper says that the 
no-recess system has been in operation 
in the schools of that city for some time 
past with the most satisfactory results. 
At a recent meeting of the Pathologi¬ 
cal Society, held there, a paper was 
read on this question, and a spirited 
discussion followed. There were 
twenty physicians present, only one of 
whom resides out of the city, and when 
a vote was taken on the subject, fif¬ 
teen voted in favor of the new system 
and three voted in favor of no recess in 
winter and recess iu summer. Previ¬ 
ous to the ballot it was requested that 
any physician who had met with any 
one in his practice who had suffered 
from the no-recess system should indi¬ 
cate it on his ballot. No such cases 
were reported. 

Mr. J. K. Cole, principal of the Cen¬ 
ter school, is secretary of the Essex 
County Teachers’ Association. 

Truant officer, James II. Thomas, ar¬ 
rested an habitual truaut at the Center 
school this morning. He is an over¬ 
grown boy and resisted the officer, but 
was finally lodged in the police station. 

With a total enrollment of 638 the 
number present St. Patrick’s Day was 
only 284 in the forenoon, and 353 in the 
afternoon. 

Mothers, (and fathers too) whose 
patience is tried almost, or quite, to the 
breaking point with the care of three 
or four little ones should come in and 
see the “baby school.” One hundred 
and eighteen enrolled, and present 
Tuesday afternoon, ninety-one. Some 
of these wee climbers of the hill of Sci¬ 
ence, are but just able to climb the 
stairs to the school room, and evidently 
have but very recently graduated from 
the cradle.
